•••- These organized fanners, according to their.representatives 
Who 'recently met in Washington and adopted a resolution 
ciliing upon, the president for assistance, appear to belaboring 
lihder'a grave apprehension. They say that if food is to win 
the war, as they have been told, it will be necessary for the 
farmervbf'the country to produce more this year than they, 
did itv 1917, and they claim thai this will be. impossible unless 
they .'are'Helped by the government in the matter of labor, 
seeds-and crtdjt:''"They say the labor shortage is acute, and 
this is;not:to be disputed. H.was troublesome before the be- 
ginning of the-war arid is now much worse because of the 
drawing of so many young men into the army, and of other 
labor into the munition plants and other manufacturing con- 
cerns which pay rates of wages with which it is impossible for 
(hi"farmers' to compete. So far as seeds are concerned -'it 
seems Strange that' those who raise crops are not in a position 
to supply their own wants, in that line. It is claimed that the 


' farmers have difficulty in borrowing money advantageously 


for-carrying on their business, and they also complain that 
(hey are not represented on any of the "boards" lhat have 
been created for carrying on the war. 
- 


'There is probably some truth in Ihe claim that the profits 


of the farmers are not large, even wilh the prices (hat produce 
now brings, and yet it is true that the farmer who works his 
land intelligently today does not have to work for nothing. 
Without doubt the farmers of (he country are doing better 
today thanever before, and it is not strange, perhaps, that they 
are rendered more or less uneasy by the larger profits they see 
others making.

Iweeh his profits and those of the munitions makers and gov- 
ernment contractors will be in no danger of coming to want.
